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REMARKS 

As discussed with the Examiner in the Interview on October 23, 2009, as stated above, the 
Applicant's Representative has amended claims 1, 12, 14, 34, and 35 to recite features of claims 
2, 13, 15, 37, and 29, respectively. Claims 2, 13, 15, 29-30, and 37 have been amended 
accordingly. Claim 5 has been amended to remove a duplicate comma. Support for the 
amendments can be found at least in paragraphs [0033], [0042] -[0044], and [0051]. No new 
matter is added. 

The Applicant's Representative respectfully submits that the amendments are believed to place 
all of the claims 1-30 and 34-37 in condition for allowance. 

As similarly stated above, the filing of this paper is also believed to constitute an Interview 
Summary regarding the telephone interview conducted on October 23, 2009, and no further 
Interview Summary is believed to be needed. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested allow all of the pending claims 1-30 and 34-37 as now 
presented for examination. An early notification of the allowability of claims 1-30 and 34-37 is 
earnestly solicited.
